0 J) STEIN, called as a witness 
on behalf of the United States, after 
having been first duly sworn by the 
Clerk of the Court, was examined and 
tustified as follows: 

THE COURT: You may proceed, Mr. Ritchie. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MR. RITCHIE: 

Q What is your occupation? 

A m a psychiatrist. 

Q Wiere are you presently practicing? 

A 4 am Chief of Psychiatric Services at 
the Metropolitan Correctional Center. 


Q What is your educational background in 


the field of psychiatry? 


A Well, in addition to my medical school 


training and rotating internship, I did my residency at 


Bellevue Psychiatric Center from 1957 to 1960. 


Q What was your medical school background? 

ል I went to New York Medical Colleg and 
graduated in 1956. 

Q Since the year 1969, where have you been 


practicing medicine and psychiatry? 


A Well, in addition to private practice, 


Goldsteinedirect 5 
i was a staff psychiatrist and eventually Chief of the 
Psychiatric services at the Criminal Court of the City 
of New York and the Supreme Court Psychiatric Clinic. 
Q In the course of your practice have you 
had occasion to write any medical treatises at all? 
A Well, I nave written a few papers.  Nct 


pa<ticularly. I have written on competency in the 


Criminal Court situation. 

Q Dr. Goldstcin, ín the course of your duties 
as Chief of Psychiatric Services at the Metropolitan 
Correctional Ceutur, did you have occasion to observe 
s^ treat Mr, Jerome Daniels? 


A Yes, I did. 


Q Based on your observations and treatment 


of Mr. Daniels, did you come to a diagnosis of any 


psyciatric problems he may have had? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q What was your diagnosis? 

A I ma`u a diagnosis based on my one 
concentrated examination, and on two days of _uformal 
talking with him of schizophrenic reaction, chronic, 
paranoid type, and a depressive reaction. 

Q As a result of your observations and 


treatment of Mr. Daniels, can you inform this Court of

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the practicability of imprisonment for Mr, 


Daniels 


with respect to whether he can be imprisoned? 


A Well, the Bureau of Prisons has facilitios 


to take care of Mr. Daniels! needs. I am not sure I 


fully understand the question, though. 


Q What will thosa facilities be? 


A He must be in an institution which has a 


Psychiatrist, and the Bureau of Prisons does have 


institutions which nave full-time or part-time regular 


psychiatrists. 


Q Could Hr. Daniels be given sufficient 


psychiatric and custodiai care to arrange for his safety 


during tie course of any incarceration? 


A Well, I think the Bureau of Prisons ig 


prepared to deal with any type of problem. . Whether it 


would be possible to give Mr. Daniels the most intensive 


supervision and care that would be Gesirable, it's hard 


to Bay. 
Q At any rate, the Bureau of Prisons could 
take care of the custodial and maintenance aspects of 


care with re^pec: io Mr. Daniels or a similarly situated 


person? is that co:rect? 
A I beiiove so, yes. 


Q You qualified your answer regarding how 
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desirable it would be for hin to be incarcerated, why 


4O you qualify your answer?

A Because I think that we, no matter how 


much psychiatric service wo have ~a offer -- he can't 


be under supervision a hundred percent of the time, and 


thore is a potential for Suicide. There has been a 


previous suicide attempt, and, ín addition, the incarcera-

Q DO you know how many psychiatrists there 
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are that attend the prisoners at Danbury Correctional 


Inrtitution? 
A Yes. 
Q How many? 
There are two.

Yes. 
Q Doctor, what facilities are there that 
the Bureau of Prisons has which would prevent a suicide 


attempt by Mr. Daniels? 


Let me rephraee it. Are you talking in 


terms of padded cells, of removal of all the sharp objects 


from the prisoner of that kind-of thing?

I am thinking in terms of 


adequate psychiatric care. An institution such as 

Danbury just now has two vory expert psychiatrists and

really very high quality and people are being taken care of,

I am not thinking in terms of padded cells, I ልጩ 
thinking in terms of what I would consider more 
adequate psychiatric care. 
Q W^5uld you consider Mr. Daniels a psychotic? 
A I would say that he has a potential for 
being psychotic and that he is more or less borderline 


at this time. 


Q Do you have an opinion as to whether or 


not the stross of incarceration, the stress and strain 


of Mr, Daniels' being taken away from his home and family 


would have any effect on his psychotic state, that is, 
would his psychotic state decompensate under the stress 
of confinement or being taken away from his home and 
family? 

A I think that there is a possibility for 
decompensation; not so much from the separation, but 
from the need to cope with the present situation. 

Q Would you say that there would be stress 
toward مه‎ individual such as Mr, Daniels who has never 
experienced a prison situation? 

A Yos. 

Q And it would be more stress to a person 
such as him with his psychotic condition and the fact 


that he has never spent tine in jaíl as opposed to a

A Yos. A first incarceration is very stress- 


Q Doctor, before you testified hero today, 
did I hand you a letter from ሀጅ» Joseph Martorano, a 
psychiatrist, to read? 
A Yes, you did, 
HR. FABRICANT: May tho record indicate 
that last week I presented this letter to your 
Honor. It's a letter dated February 10, 1976, 
TIE COURT: The Court has that letter 
before it now. The letter is here, 
Q Doctor, did you read the conclusory 


part of the letter which stated that, "...placing 


this patient in an institution nay have the terribly 


undesirable effect of bearing him a totally decompensated 
chronic psychotic for the remainder of his life"? 
THE COURT: Where are you reading from? 
HR. FABRICANT: It's the second to the 
last pararraph, your IH. or, 
Till: COURT: Go ahead. You nay 
answer that, Doctor, 
Q Do you renenber reading that? 


A Yes, I did read ít. 
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Do you agree with Dr. Marcorano? 
Not all together, no. 


I agree with this part of the statement, 


where it states about the decompensation, the possibility 


of deconpensation. I don't agree one hundred percent 
that this is something which will bo the psychiatric 
picture for the rest of nis life, 

Q it says it may have tho undesirable effect. 
With that caveat, saying, "It may have," would you agree 


with that? 

A Yes. 

Q Isn't it true in psychiatry, you can hardly 
ever give an absolute answer? 

ል That's true, But I don't know سه‎ I think 
I would be reluctant to make such a prediction. It 
certainly would be detrimental. I think we have no 
disagreement. It would bo detrimental. It'sa very 
stressful situation, and for the moment we would have 
to deal with the possibility of nore serious problems, 

Q Doctor, a88une, if you will, that 
Mr. Daniels has and has had for many years, hypertension, 
high blood pressure; assune, further, if you will, Doctor, 
that Mr. Daniels is a diabetic; assume, if you will, 


Doctor, that Mr. Daniels suffers from angina pectoris;

assuae, if you will, Doctor, that Mr, Daniels in recent 


years has suffered a heart attack On two occasions, 


Assuming all those facts, Doctor, do you think that the 


stress of incarceration could harm Mr. Daniels physical 


health as well as his mental health? 


THE COURT: I think what our problem 
right here today is, I think that yourself 
and the other attorneys who have represented 
Mr. Daniels have stated, it will be fatal to 
him. Harn wo know is going to happen. The 
idoa is, is this going to be fatal? That's 
what it is. The harm we all know, Every 
defendant I have, there is harm to them when 
J send thoi away, and they suffor from one 
thing or another, The thing is, ís this going 
to be fatal? That's what the Court wants to 
know, and this hearing is only advisory to the 
Court. But the harm we know. I know it's 
going to harm hin. I+ will harm anybody, 
anybody who has to go in for this, Is it 
going to be fatal? That's the reason I gave 
you this hearing and that has been the 
contention from the outset of this defendant, 


MR. FABRICANT: Yes, your lionor, 


BY MR, 
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THE COURT: The harm I know. I racoynize 
that the minute I sentence a man, I know it's 
going to be harmful to him, It's not a nice 
thing. 

HR. FABRICANT; Yes, that's true under 
every circwastance, 

THE COUNT: Under every circunstanca, 


every one I get. There is no question about it, 


And many of them have never been incarcerated 


before. lio question it's harmful. 

It has been the contention that if 
Hr, Daniels is incarcerated, it will be fatal. 
This is what you have put before this Court 
and this is what you are to ask the Doctor 
about. 

You said -- and the other attorney, 
Ar. Warburgh መመ he's going to die, If you put 
hia in prison, it will be fatal, and most of 
the letters were to that effect, that the 
incarceration was definitely going to be 
fatal to tiis defendant. That's what you 
should yuestion the doctor about, 
FABRICANT: 


Q Dr. Goldstein, as His lionor has stated, I 
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have submitted letcor. from numerous doctors to His 
Honor stating that twice would be a great liklihood of 
fatality in jail for Mc. Daniels based on his prior 
health, both physical and mental, and that, in words or 
substance, the stress of incarceration Or being taken 
away from his hono and family would very likely aggravate 
the hypertension, to the extent of his suffering another 
heart attack, and very conveniently dying i” »rison, 
Do you have ai aion as to that? 

A I have not examined Mr. Daniels medically, 
and I would not make a prediction about his medical 
condition. 

Q Your opinion as to his psychiatric 


condition is tnat -- and correct me if I am wrong -- 


incarceration, which, of course, would be psychologically 


damaging to any defendant who is incarcerated, would 
under the past and present psychosis or near psychosis 
of Mr. Daniels be more damaging to him than to an 
ordinary person that Judge Bramwell sentences to jail? 
A I think that is true, 
MR. FABRICANT: Thank you very much. I 
have no further questions, 
THL COURT: Mr, Rítchio? 


HR. RITCHIE: I have no redirect,

THE COURT: Mr. Ritchie, you may call 
another witness if you wish. 


MR, RITCHIE: The Government will call 
next witness, Dr. Ruggiero. 
Jo RUGGIERO, called as 
a witness on behalf of the United Statos, 
äfter having been first duly sworn by the 
Clerk of the Court, was examined and 
testified as followsi 
DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MR, RITCIIIL: 
Q Mr, Ruggiero, what is your occupation? 
A I am a physician, medical doctor, sir. 
Q Are you employed on a consulting basis 
at the Metropolitan Correctional Center? 


A I am sir. 


Q Approximately what portion of your 


professional time is devoted to that particular activity? 


A I would say two hours every morning, 
Q Monday through Friday? 
A Yes, and emargency calis. 


Q What As your backg rund in the fiold of 


medicine? 


A I am an Assistant zuysician at the French 
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Polyclinic liospital in liew York City for tho last 
21, 22 years. I am a graduate of the University of 
Naples, 1937, took a Stäte Doard exanination in 
New York City, did an internship, did a residency in 
medicine, was a physician in the Pacific, the Armed 
Forces, 

Q You were with the Army? 

A Yes, Army. 

Q Your background is in medicine, so you 
would be an internist, would that be correct? 

A I do internal medicine, yes, 

Q You have been practicing inter:.al medi 2ine? 


A I have my own practice, yos sir, down at 


294 West llth Street in Manhattan, 

Q Thai, would be for approximately the past 
J6 years or so? 

7۶ Well, let no say this. I left the Armed 


Services in "46. I would say since "46, 1 practiced 


in Europe, too, as Assistant Physician at the University 


of Naples, 


Q That was all the way back in the '30's; 


is that correct? 
A That was in the '30's, yos, 


Q In the course of your dutíes as a physician 
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at the Metropolitan Correctional Center, did you, along 


wath any other doctor, have occasion to examine Mr. Jerome 


Daniels at anytime? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q If you know, who was the other physician 
who examined Mr. Daniels? 

A I wouldn't know offhand if Dr. Weinbaum 
examined him, but occasionally he is seen by the 


physician's assistant. We do have physician assistants 


who check the patients blood Pressure, pulse, respiration, 


temperature, stuff like that. 

Q AS a result of your observations of 
Mr. Daniels, did you come to any diagnosis of illness? 

A Yes, I did. I cane to the diagnosis of 
cardiovascular hypertensive heart disease, diabetes 
melitus, obesity, anginal syndrome, coronary artery 
disease. 

Q Are you familiar with the facilities 
available at the various federal prisons to treat Y 
medical problems of inmates? 

A I am, sir. 

Q Are there facilities available i. che 
Federal Prison System to caro for a person with the 


illnesses that you have described? 
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Yes. I would like to qualify that, sir. 

We do have a laboratory and occasionally 
we have to use facilities of the US Public Hospital in 
Staten Island. Occasionally we use Bellevue, also, ín 
New York City. 

TUL COURT: That's in connection with the 

Metropolitan Correctional Center? 
THE WITNESS: Right, sir. 
We use those two facilities at tires. 


Q Are you familiar with the other facilities 


of the Federal Prison System? 

A Yos, I am, sir. 

Q Would an inmate suffering from the illnesses 
that Mr, Daniels is diagnosed as having -- could such an 
inmate be cared for in the Federal Prison Systeni? 

A He certainly can, sir, 

Q What faci’ities are available at what 
prisons? 

A Wea., we have laboratory facilities, one, 


in West Street we had X-ray facilities. At the present 


time our X-ray facilitios, since it's a new institution, 


are not available, They will be available, At the 
present timo, all laboratory work can be done. Now, we 


do uso the facilities of Bellevue and tho US Public Health 
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for X-rays. We do have olectrocardiograms at MCZ. We 


can take an electrocardiogzim if we want. We use these 


two facilities for X-rays and other blood chemistry i ;sts, 
sir. 
Q Are you familiar with the facilities 


available at Springfield, Missouri? 


E No. But 7 do understand that ít has complete 
facilities for the exam’ sation of practically any patient, S 

Q You, yourself, have never been there? 

A I have never been to Springfield, 


THE COURT: I have a letter from 
Warden /lor and he states in there: "The 
Federal Correctional Institution at Danbury, 
Connecticut is the Northeast Region PSYC ... ¿do 
Referral Center and would be capable of 
handling this type of patient", ؛‎ ገቤ he's 
referring to Mr. Daniels. Do you agree with 
that? 

THE WITNESS1 I agree with that, 

THE COURT: They would be able to 
handle him as a patient and an innate? 


THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 


TIIE COURT: Continue, Mr. Ritchie. 


A 
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BY MR, RITCHIE? 


Q Does the Danbury facility have medical 


facilities as well as psychiatric facilities? 


A Yes. 

Q It would have a prison hospital; is that 
correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Would an inmate patient at Danbury Hospital 


be able to be taken care of if he had the same medical 
maladies that Mr. Daniels Suffers from? 
A I believe so, yes sir, 
HR. RITCHIE: I have no further 
questions of this witness. 
THE COURT: All right, I will let you 
cross-examine the doctor, 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 
LY MR. FABRICANT: 


Q br. Ruggiero, did you personally examine 


Mr. Danieis? 


A Yes, sir. 

Q How long did your examination last? 

A I would say about 15, 20 minutes, sir. 
Q What did the examination consist of? 
እ The examination consisted of physical

examination, eyes, ear, nose and throat, heart and 
lungs, pulso, blood pressure. we ordered a urine 
analysis in vases like this. In all cases of hyper-

Q What was the result of the urine analysis? 


A The urine analysis == I don't recall offhand. 
Since this patient is a diabetic, I do not recall what 


it was at that time? 


Q Dr. Ruggiero, what, if you know, are 
precisely the facilities at Danbury which could care for 


Mr. Daniels? 


A Weil, I do know they have a rather complete 


laboratory where tlıey could do urines, blood chemistries, 


X-rays, electrocardiograns, which would be the essential 
labora” “ory requirements for such a patient, 

ኤያ Dr. Ruggiero, under the tension and 
stress associated with incarceration, do you have a; 
opinion whether or not iir. Daniels would be likely to 
suffer a heart attack, a stroke or a hypertension 
attack? 

A I would have to say that anybody who has 
hypertension, who is overweight, who has diabetes, that 


is à possibility. 


Q Would the possibility be greater because 


Rugyiero-cross 

of the stros3 of the incarceration? 

A Stress and incarceration naturally would 
increase the possibility, of course, 

Q Before you testifiod today, Dr. Ruggiero, 
did you have an Opportunity at my request to read a 
letter from Dr. i. Leslie Chusid, dated February 17th, 1976, 
which I handed up to tho Court today? 

A 3 did. 

TilE COURT: I have the original here 

before the Couri. 

Q In reading tle leiter, you know that 
Dr. Chusid has treated Mr. Daniels Since 1971? 


A Yes. 


Q Did you read the last Sentence of the 


first paragraph which statesı "His lifo span is going 


to be short as is. The Placement in an institution 
outside his homo, in my estimation would have the greatost 


possibility of inducing further premature death." Do you 


remember reading that? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you agroe with Dr. Chusid or have you 
an opinion as to that Statenent made by Dr. Chusid? 

A Well, iy opinion of the whole Situation 


here, of tnis condition, of this case, is that Mr, Daniels 
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2 carries an enormous amount of weight, which is most 
deleterious to hin, The greacest thing that he could do 
for himself would be to lose weight, no quostion about ít. 
That would improve his chances, sir, no question in my 
6 mind, no doubt about it. Naturally, with the help of 
7 high blood pressure medicine, with proper diabetic care, 
with a diet, of course, all these things would be helpful, 
G Q I appreciate your statement, Doctor, But 
ዬ 10 if possible, I would like your opinion, íf you have one, 
as to the statement by Dr. Chusid, Clinical Professor 
and Respiratory Therapy Doctor of Mount Sinai, that, in 
13 his estimation the placenent in an institution outside 
Mr. Daniels" home would have the greatest possibility of 
inducing further premature death? 
A I would want to say that prison does cause 
stress and does cause tension, and can increase blood 
pressure, yes. low much it can contribute to what you 
are stating, I doubt if anybody could make the statement. 
Q Would you agree that a person with 
2 Mr, Daniels' health history, there would be a much greater 
chance of a heart attack or a stronger than normal chance M 
with a healthy or average healthy individual? 
A i agreo with that, yes. 


2 Q so would you say == and correct me if I am 


Ruggiero-cross 24 


wrong == that the placing of iir. Daniels in jail could 


and probably would ve greater medical ramifications 


than to place an average person in jail, a person who 


does not havo the high blood pressure, has not suffered 
two heart attacks? 
A Yes, I would say, "Yes", to that. 


MR, FABRICANT: May I have one minute, 


your iionor? 

THE COURT: Surely. 
(Pause.) 

Q Hr. Ruggiero, also before your testimony 
today, did you have an opportunity at my request to 
read a letter written to tho Judge by Dr. Nicholas A. 
Pace, dated February 9, 1976? 

A 1 don't think I read that one, sir, 
because I only read the ono previously cited. 

MR. FABRICANT: May I show the Doctor 
that letter? 
THE COURT: Yes, show it to him.

MR. FABRICANT: Certainly, sir. 

Q Doctor, now that you had an opportunity 
to read this letter, in particular the third paragraph, 
which states, Dr. Paco wri g, "It is my sincere 
impression that because of Mr, Daniels severe mental and 


physical state, incarceration of any kind may lead to 


Mr. Daniels developing a cerebral hemorrhage secondary 


to his hypertension or another coronary occlusion"? 


A Sir, that is a possibility, but by no meane 


a conclusion. 


Q Well, it is a conclusion by Dr. Pace, 


THE COURT: As far as he is concerned, 


As far as I see it ==- 


THE COURT: It may be a conclusion for 


Dr. Pace. 


A As far as I could see it, it may be a 
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possibility that it could happen. 
Q Isn't it more of a possibility -- 


A Than a person that dídn't have hypertension, 


THE COURT: We all recognize thís, 
Counselor, 
A Yes. 

THE COURT: We all recognize this. It 
is more a possibility because of his condition. 
A If a man is sick, yes, with the condition 


of hypertension, naturally, he's got a better chance of 


having an accident, a cerebral vascular accident, yes, 


HR. FABRICANT: Thank you, I have no 
further questions. 
THE COURT: Anything further? 
HR. RITCHIE: I have a couple of 
questions. 
THE COURT: Proceed, Mr. Ritchie, 
REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MR. RITCHIE: 
Q You stated you were in agreement with 
br. Chusid's conclusion that there was a heightened 
possibility of premature death from imprisonment. Ina 


prison setting, what steps could be taken to reduce that 
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heightened possibility? 

A The most important one would be to reduce 
this man's weight because that weight is causing the 
blood pressure, that weig . is causing a worsening of 
the diabetes, that weight is causing pressure on his 
heart, it's causing the body to need more oxygen, and 
less oxygen is going to chose coronary blood vessels, 
thus pain in the chest. 

So weight is tho big problem here, Can 
it be helped? Of course it can, with the help of the 


patient. 


Q Any other steps that could be taken in 
a prison setting? 

A Definitely. This man can be watched care- 
fully as far as his diabetes, He should be given a low 
calorie, low fat, low carbohydrate diet, and again we 


go back to the main issue, which is obesity, which is 


causing this problem. At the moment Mount Sinai Hospital, 


which is one of our best, and it's one of the hospitals 
where Dr, Chusid works, they regard obesity as the first 
stage of diabetes. It's a now concept, but it's very 
true, 

Q You didn't quite agreo with Dr, Pace's 


conclugion that incarceration would lead to “= 
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THE COURT: Ile says it's a possibility. 


THE WITNESS: It's a possibility, no 
certainty, sir. 
TUL COURT: That was his response. 

Q Are there ways of reducing the possibilities 
in a prison setting? 

A Yeu, by reducing the biood pressure, by 
reducing the weight, by improving the general condition 
of this patient and by curbing the diabetes for the 
maximum possibility, yes, 

HR. RITCHIE: I have no further 
questions. 

Til COURT: Do you have any further 
questions, Counsel? 

iR, FABRICANT: Not at this tine, 

THE COURT: Doctor, thank you very much,

Over the years he has 
experienced intermitten auditory hallu:inations 
and chronic paranoid ideation with an 
exacerbation about four years ago at which 
time he 3 a suicide attompt. 

"To further compound the medical 
difficulties in this particular case, it must 
be statod that tho patient has had a chronic 
debilating case of paranoia since the age 
of fiiteen which has led to his adoption of 
multiple identities and has greatly 
interfored with his medical treatment as 
exemplified by the strong recommendation on 
several occasions that Mr. Daniels enter the 
hospital for prolonged, intensive treatment, 
however, because of his paranoid ideation, 
he has been unable to do so, 


"At the present time, the major 


difficulty ís that Mr, Daniels has an active 
paychotic state combined with a severe 
depression. 

"The deprsssive state will most likely 
deteriora under any type of confinement and 


should pracipitate a stronger suicidal drive 


which the patient can not oven presently 


control. 

"Further, this entire issue is 
worsoned by the presence of a severe psychotio 
state which will undoubtedly decompensate 
under tha type oí stress represented by 
incarceration. Unfortunately, psychosis of this 
type is not always reversible and Placing this 
patient in an institution may have the 
terribly undesirable effect of bearing him a 
totally decompensated chronic psychotic 
for the remainder of his life, 

"I have read the prison reports and can 
understand their summarization, However, 
I would plead as a psychiatrist, that even the 
most minimal institutionalization should be 


avoided if at all possible.

It is very easy to look at a medical 
situation on paper and make a decision as to 
a course of action.  liowever, having known 
Mr. Daniels since December 21, 1971, his total 
mental and physical condition is extremely 
borderline. Taken out of the environmental

It is even more unfortunate to denote that this disease 
process is apparently the vecotr of a biological process 
and could have been treated by antipsychotic drugs if the 
patient hadn't been so paranoid. 


Therefore, at this point, we are faced with the unwielding

The following is submitted per your request. 


As noted in previous reports, Mr. Daniels ۴ suffering from a severe 


psychotic depression for which he receives large amounts of antipsychotic 
and antidepressant medication. 


Clinical investigation had revealed that the patient is in extremely poor 
physical condition. He was referred to Dr. Nicholas Pace for a medical 
workup and discovered to have a failing cardiovascular system which was 
further strained by the presence of severe endogenous obesity, hypertension 
and diabetes. His cardiac condition has limited the available choice of 
psychiatric medications. He still has had to maintain 200 mg. of imipramine 


a day (a large dose of antidepressant medication) as well as antipsychotic 
and anti-anxiety medication. 


Mr. Daniels has been ill for an extremely long period of time and has been 
actively suicidal for the past four years. 


Mr. Daniels' psychiatric prognosis and capacity appear to be very poor. He 


had a nervous breakdown in 1951 with manifestations of acute psychosis. Over 
the years he has experienced intermittent auditory hallucinations and chronic 


paranoid ideation with an exacerbation about four years ago at which time he 
made a suicide attempt. 


To further compound the medical difficulties in this particular case, it must 
be stated that the patient has had a chronic debilating case of paranoia 

Since the age of fifteen which has led to his adoption of multiple identities 
and has greatly interfered with wis medical treatment as exemplified by the 
strong recommendation on several occasions that Mr. Daniels enter the hospital 


for prolonged, intensive treatment; however, because of his paranoid ideation, 
he hàs been unable to do so.

At the present time, the majcr difficulty is that Mr. Daniels has an active 
psychotic state combined with a severe depression. 


The depressive state will most likely deteriorate under any type of confinement 
and should precipitate a stronger suicidal drive which the patient can not 
even presently control. 


Further, this entire issue is worsened ty the presence of a severe psychotic 
State which will undoubtedly decompensate under the type of stress represented 

by incarceration. Unfortunately, psychosis of this type is not always reversible 
and placing this patient in an institution may have the terribly undesirable 


effect of bearing him a totally decompensated chronic psychotic for the remainder 
of his life. 


I have read the prison reports and can understand their summarization. However, 
I would plead as a psychiatrist, that even the most minimal institutionalization 
should be avoided if at all possible. 
Thank you for your kind consideration.
